Amongft 
which tiiere may be fifty Beech, fome of them fine large grey beech, 
from two to three feet and spwards diameter, ft for fhip timber of 
furall coafling veffcls, pumps, rollars, or any other machinery, and for 
cabinet makers, wheellers, Kc. It is well kfiown, that at London mott 
of the fillics, and even {pokes of broad and rarrow-wheelled waggons, 
and all other carriages, are generally made@of beech, which is a great 
faving of ath, a more valuable and {carce timber; and Yefter Beech ‘is 
inferior to none either foreign or home, and fuperior to moft..
